A LEAGUE INCIDENT. 

John Steele says British enthusiasm on behalf 
of the league of nations has suffered a bit of a 
chill. The other day the Turks refused to accept 
the arbitrament of the council of the league. Then 
the Swedish delegate on the Mosul inquiry commit- 
tee would not play with the British and French and 
his objection sent the question to The Hague court, 
where it is likely to be some time despite the fact 
| that an early adjustment is highly desirable. The 
| British and French having agreed to work out @ 
settlement of the Syrian and Iraq questions in har- 
/mony, this unexpected obstruction is a sharp dis- 
, appointment. 

We can sympathize and meditate. diuiten has 
no interest and no responsibility tn Syria or Meso- 
potamia, but a Swedish delegate to the league has 
to do his own judging, else why should he waste 
his time at Geneva? He rightly scorns to be a 
mere rubber stamp for the British and French 


.|members. On the other hand, his action is, from 


the viewpoint of British and French imperial re- 
sponsibilities, an intolerable impertinence, 

We should feel the same way in their shoes and 
meanwhile we ought to congratulate ourselves that 
we are not in their shoes. The incident well illus- 
trates the embarrassments of participation in the 
‘league. We are invited to enter it on the theory 
‘that it is a means for working out world peace by 
way of just decisions. As a matter of fact, it is a 
complex of European politics in which we should 
find ourselves hopelessly enmeshed in a perpetual 
mélée of interests and ambitions with which the 
American people have only the remotest concern, 
if any. We don't want a Swedish delegate or a 
Roumanian or any delegate from a country which 
has no interest or responsibility mixing in a situa- 
tion in which we are vitally interested. We want 
to be free to manage our own foreign relations. it 
is more than likely that when the Swedish delegate 
threw the switch and ran the British-French plans 
into the court he increased the possibility of war 
in that region, The tactics within the league are 
certain to do this off and on and the effort to sell 
that institution to us as a patent peacemaker we 
trust will be given up by British political mission- 
aries. Our pacifists and our internationalists will 
keep on with their exhortation but they are getting 
nowhere with American public opinion, which is 
firmly against entry into the league or its so-called 
world court. 


A PLAGUE 0’ BOTH YOUR

The report that the president of the Brewers’ 
association has resigned as a protest against ne 
gotiations with the Anti-Saloon league for a com- 
promise of Volsteadism is interesting.

‘The basic infection 
which results in a cold is with a filterable 
virus of unknown variety. ‘This lays the 
foundation for infection with the pneu- 
mococcus or an ordinary pus coccus. 

To cure a cold he advises that the vic- 
tim take a purge, go to bed, and avoid 
fatigue. Hot foot baths help a little by 
diminishing the swelling of the nose 
membranes. After the initial fever he 
advises the patient to get up and get 
into the open air. The open air treat- 
ment of the after fever stage of the cold 
will materially lessen the duration of 
the attack.

Of more interest is his advice on the 
prevention of colds. He advises vacci- 
ination two or three times during each 
winter with mixed catarrhal vaccines. 
This will prevent most of the attacks 
that would otherwise occur and will 
cause such as do come to be mild.

New York, Sept. 26. — [Special.] — 
The body of David Bram, 37, bootleg-
